COUNSEL TOLD CIRCUIT ATTOR- 
NEY HE COULD NOT OPEN THEM. 


Counsel Was Ignored and Folk Threat- 
ened Heads of Trust Companies 
With Indictment When the 
Money Proof of a Deal 
Was Found. 


One of the best strokes made by Circuit 
Attorney Folk in the investigation of the 
Suburban boodle deal was his capture of 
the safety deposit boxes from the Lincoln 
and Mississippi Valley Trust companies. 

The whole story of it leaked out since the 
adjournment of the December grandjury. 

When Mr. Folk forced Phil Stock to come 
to the grandjury on that fateful Saturday 
morning when the grandjury’s inquiry 
opened, he verified information which he 
held and received a great deal more of 


prime importance. 

He found out that the boodle was in the 
safety deposit boxes and where the safety 
deposit boxe# were with details which en- 
abled him to absolutely identify them. 

Mr. Folk realized at opce the value of a 
sight of the actual money and the proof 
that it wast there awaiting distribution 
among the booblers. Calling in all the 
counsel he could get, he asked how he 
could proceed under the law in such a 
manner as to secure the boodle -funds, or 
at least get a sightof them. He received 
no encouragement Arom his counsel. His 
assitants hemmed’and hawed and found 
obstacles until Mr. Folk said: 

“IT don’t want to know what obstacles 
are _ my way. i want to know how I can 
get that money, and I want you to find 
a way to do it.’’ 

Considering the question, he hit upon the 
conclusion which subsequently enabled him 
to open the boxes. He concluded and veri- 
fied his conclusion that as the money was 
the evidence of a felony, he was entitled to 
secure it, and. that anyone who stood in the 
way of his securing it cculd be prosecuted 
a8 an accessory to the crime. 

Folk Found a 
Way to the Boxes. 

Acting immediately upon this eonclusion 
the circuit attorney took three grandjury- 
men, J.-M. Dutro, John P. Camp and R. 
W. Shapleigh. With these three grandjury-

Mr. Worheide protested that hée could 
not perma anyone, except the parties who 
had hired the box and then neld it, to open 
the box or see the contents. He said that 
the box was then not in the possession of 
the company, but belomged to the persons 
who had hired it. 

Mr. Folk said to Mr. 
box contained evidence otf a felony, and 
that it would be opened for him and the 
grandjury men with him or he would in- 
diet him, the president, and the directors 
of the company as accessories to the crime. 

Mr. Folk told the presicent that he could 
take his choice, open the box or have the 
officers’ and directors indicted. 

Mr. Worheide asked the privilege of rt at 
zultine his attorney, and called in Jud 
Lubke. Judge Lubke demurred and eaid 
the company had no right to open the box. 
Mr. Folk told aoe that if a murderer-should 
come to the safety deposit company, rent 
a box and place therein the weapon and 
other instruments with which he ‘had ac- 
complished the crime, the state would be 
entitied 40 that evidence, and anyont who 
revented or helped to prevent the state 
rom securing that evidence would be an 
accessory. 

Judge Lubke 

Advised Openers. ¢ 

Judge Lubke, after considering the ques- 
tion for a few minutes, told Mr. Worheide 
that he must open the box. The box was 
opened, the money was counted in the 
presence of the grandjury men and all the 
evidence the box contained was viewed by 
them. It ‘was returned to the safety de- 
posit box, and the officers of the company 
were warned that no one should be allowed 
to open the box and take its contents. 
A similar scene was enacted in the offices 
of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. The 
same demand w®s made upon Vice-Pres!i- 
dent Breckinridge Jones, and on his re- 
fusal, Mr. Folk picked up a book containing 
the names of the officers and directors and 
told Mr. Jones that he would use the list in 
that book for the purpose of indicting the 
officers and directors as accessories. 


James J. Walsh 

Yielded. 

Mr. Jenes asked him to wait, and going 
into an inner office, was closeted with 
President Walsh for a time longer than 
Mr. Folk thought necessary. The circuit 
attorney went into the inner office and re- 
peated his demand and the alternative of 
indictment for the directcrs and officers. 
The result was that Mr. Walsh and Mr. 
Jones yielded, and the contents of the sec- 
ond box were shown to the jurymem the 
money Was counted and notes made of all 
the evidence. 

This ‘“cinched”’ the evidence that the 
money was actually put up to*be distributed 
among the boodlers and was the culmina- 
ting incident in the most remarkable boo- 
dle investigation on record,

HISTORY OF THE LI 


Following is the story of “The Lighting

Two Kinds of Ink Are Used in Copying

consists of one type-written page in brown 


ink and four type-written pages that are 
evidently blue carbon “copies. 

On the back of the fifth type-written page 
appear the names of President Meier of 
the Council and Speaker Lloyd of the 
House of Delegates. On the back of the 
other four pages appears only the name 
of Edmund Bersch, chairman of the House 
committee on engrossed and enrolled bills. 
‘On the first of the type-written pages, it 
is evident from a close inspection that 
two type-written lines have been erase

bill may have written the lines too close to 
the Hines immediately above them, then 
erased the lettering and started a space 
lower.

Her love for the boy 
Was 80 great that she insisted upon being 
constantly with him. 

Last summer Mr. and Mrs. Rogers 
planned to take Frank to a summer resort 
and then send him to a boarding school. 
They kept this plan from Miss Ely, but she 
discovered it, and the next day went away 
with the boy. 

Miss Ely is a graduate of Vassar, a bril- 
liant musician and very handsome.

“The war has been all over in these isiands 
and that which remains is a crime against 
civilization. It is also a crime against the 
Filipino people to keep up a state of war 
under the circumstances. They have worn 
out the right to any treatment but that 


which is severe and within the laws of 
war. 

Gov. Taft also said that the great majori- 
ty of the people of the islands desire peace 
and that the insurrectionists were by their 
acts preventing -the mass of the people 
from settling down and earning a quiet 
living. Instead of being allowed to do this 
they are kept under a system of terrorism 
which should be stopped. 

Referring to his testimony of yesterday 
he said he feared that he had given a 
wrong impression concerning the part the 
army had@played in / ee the insurrec- 
tion to an end, but if so this was due to the 
fact that he could not present a correct 
impression of the whole situation from one 
point of view. 

hen, in order to give the army its just 
dues, he took up and analyzed its work in 
the islands. He recalled that as soon as 
Gen. Otis had received reinforcements suf- 
ficient for his purposes the Philippine army 
had broken up and scattered into guerilla 
bands. 

On this point Aguinaldo and Luna had 
differed, Luna advocating the continuance 
of the war on the old lines. So sharp was 
this difference, he said, that Aguinaldo had 
directed and secured the assassination of 
Luna, thus whe the way open for the 
carrying out of his own plans. He would 
not, he said, report the incident if it- had 
not been positively reported to him by Gen. 
Funston. 1 

Aguinaldo said that if he did not kill 
Luna, Luna would kill him. Indeed, the 
presence of these guerilla bands rendered it 
necessary to place garrisons everywhere, 
there being at one time as many as 500 of 
them. This rendered the work before the 
army very arduous, and the activity, the 
skill and the bravery of the American 
troops were such as to soon render the ene- 
my tired of the warfare.

A “High Official’s” Kindness 
to British War Office. 


MAJ. LEE MAKES A STATEMENT. 


TELLS PARLIAMENT THAT HIS 
SUGGESTION WAS IGNORED.

The London Press Bitter in Its Criti- 
cism of the Way in Which the 
Country Was Robbed by 
Army Contractors in 
Horse Buying. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—In the House of Com- 
mons last evening Major Arthur Lee (Con- 
servative, formerly British attache with the 
United States army during the Spanish- 
American war, and later British military 
attache at Washington) said Great Britain 
had been offered the services of the chief 
horge expert of the United Siates army, 
as adviser in the purchase of American 
horses for the British army 

The revelation was made during a heated 
debate on the remount question, when Ma- 
jor Lee said: 

“The accredited representative of the war 
office, Col. Wardrop, the attache at Vi- 
enna, was given no opportunity of show- 
ing What Knowledge he possessed of the 
resources of the country. In the-.same 
way, I, being military attache at Washing- 


ton, was not informed that there was any 
intention of buying horses in the United 
States. I learned from the American news- 
papers that British officers had been sent 
to buy horses, but I was not informed who 
they were, nor was I asked to give them 
such assistance as my position imp.ied i 
was competent to give. At the time i had 
ihe opportunity, through the good will of a 
high official, of getting the services of the 
chief horse expert ot the United States 
army as adviser; i cabled the suggestion to 
the war office, but I received no reply.’ 
The whole debate on this questivun, in 
the House of Commons, causes widespread 
indignation, which is as eVident among the 
strongest supporters of the government as 
among the members of the opposition. The 
ministerial press vigorously charges the 
war office with absolute incomnpetency, if 
nothing worse, and demands a searching in- 
quiry, hinting at the possibility that the 
more important departments of the war o.- 
fice make no more creditable showing than 
the remount department. 
The Globe suggests that the war secre- 
tary, Mr. Brodrick. asceriain the identity 
of the officials responsible for pigeon-hol- 
ing and not acknowledging Maj. Lee's and 
Col. Wardrop’'s communications, for the 
urpose of summavif’y and ignominiously 
Fismissing them.

THREE STAIRWAYS MENTIONED. 


WIFE, POLICE AND REPORTER IN- 
FORMED DIFFERENTLY. 


Injured Man Himself Told Dr. Ras- 
sieur That He Had Been Hit, 
and Judge Talty That He 
Had Fallen. 


Mrs. John A. Robinson, whose husband 
is in a critical condition at the City Hos- 
pital from injuries which he received at 
Howard's saloon aturday night, is at a loss 
to understand statements made by her by 
the saloon management on the occasion of 
her visit Sunday. 

As Mrs. Robinson repeats the’statements 
made to her, they conflict with the story 
told to the police and the newspaper re- 
porters Saturday night. 

Mrs. Robinson says that she was shown 
the stairway leading from the card rooms 
on the second floor of the saloon direct to 
Garrison avenue, and was told that her 
husband had fallen down these stairs. 

Newspaper men were told Saturday night 
that the fall had been down the central 
steps leading from the saloon to the billiard 
hall, and were later told, as the police had 
been told in the first place, that the fall 
occurred on the stairs back of the saloon, 

According to the stories which have thus 
far been related Mr. Robinson fell down 
three different sets of stairs. 

Robinson was found at the head of the 
rear stairs by Policeman Dempsey, and 
Dempsey was informed that he had fallen 
down these stairs and had been carried 
back to the second story. When the ambu- 
lance came, Robinson was carried down- 
stairs. 

Robinson's statements, made in conscious 
or partially conscious intervals, have con- 
flicted. He told Dr. Rassieur and two news- 
paper men Saturday night that he had been 
“hit with something,” and said to Judge 
Taity Sunday that he had fallen down- 
stairs. 

Dr. Nietert, superintendent of the hospi- 
tal, says that Robinson's chances of recov- 
ery are very remote. Mrs. Robinson says 
she believes her husband will live.

C. W. Post of Michigan Thinks British 
| Yacht Could Win if Sailed 
by Americans. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4—Sir Thomas Lipton 
is quoted by a London correspondent as

INTERCHANGEABLE MILEAGE. 


Trunk Line Will Establish a Bureau 
for Handling Books. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—The Trunk Line 
Association has, it is understood, virtually 
decided upon the establishment of an inter- 
changeable mileage bureau to have charge 
of the Ercearenne and accounting of 2000- 
mile tickets interchangeable on any road in 
the association., Final arrangements, how- 
ever, have not been concluded. 

This action is in response to a petition of 
more than 20,000 merchants in trunk line 
territory, submitted to the association 
through the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation.

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PARIS, Feb. *.—The French protectorate

of skilled agriculturalists. 

The French colonizers’ society, which has 
lately been making great efforts to per 
suade unemployed French youths to eml- 
grate to Tunis, believes that there are hun- 
dreds of negroes dissatisfied with the Uni- 
ted States and longing for an opportunity 
to emigrate to some new and profitable 
field. The society declares that the negro 
constitution is fitted for the climate and 
for making the best of agricultural spe- 
clalties of the country, which include cot- 
ton and tobacco. 

Two acres of land are offered to each 
newcomer who has serious intentions of re- 
maining in the protectorate ana who de- 


clares his willingness to advance a peresr: 
tion of the cost of his transportation, The 
circulars also state that- means of com- 
munication are good and that freight rates 
to the seacoast are low. A new railway 


will soon be completed. 
The circular concludes with the magnani- 


mous declaration that ‘difference in lan- 
guage will present no difficulty, as any in- 
telligent near — able to learn 
French in a few days.

CANADIAN SIDE NOW TO BE 


HARNESSED. 


THREE IMMENSE GENERATORS 


They Are Expected Without Trans- 
formers to Generate 200,000 
Horse Power 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 4-—The Electrical 
World and Engineer has made a report on 
the latest features of development of the 
great enterprise for the utilization of the 
Falls of Niagara, which, it says, are of 
such a nature as to attract general atten- 
tion. On the American side, where all the 
work has been done hitherto, newer ma- 
chinery of the very latest type of its class 
has just been ordered, while for the hither- 
to unattempted utilization of the water 
power of the Canadian side of the great 
cataract the Niagara Falls Power Co. has 
just given a contract to the General Elec- 
tric Co. for three immense machines, the 
largest electric generators ever built, and 
embodying features of design of the ut- 
most significance, altogether aside from the 
fact that the new work is to be done under 
American initiative with American capital 
and employing American apparatus, 

It is said by the Canadian Niagara Pow- 
er Co.. which has just awarded the con- 
tract, that these gigantic generators are but 
the first units in a plant which will proba- 
bly reach an aggregate of 200,000 horse-pow- 
er or more within a very few years. The 
power-house is to be situated on the flat 
land adjacent to the Dufferin Islands, near 
the river, less than a quarter of a mile 
above the Horseshce Falls. A wheel pit 
ls being excavated in the rock which will 
be connected by a tunnel tailrace to the 
gorge below the falls. The dynamos will 
be placed at the surface tevel as before, 
being connected to the turbines by long 
vertical shafts which extend to the ttom 
. pit, where the turbines will be sit- 
uated. 

The machines contracted for are, As al- 
ready noted, far larger In capacity than any 
electric generators previousiy built. They 
are also remarkable on account of the h gn 
speed at which they will operas. A de- 
sign has been provided, which affords the 
best electrical conditions and a very com- 
pact form. The external] diameter of these 
machines will be not quite eighteen feet 
and the total weight of each about 400,000 
pounds. They will return 98 per cent of the 
shaft horse power in the form of current, 
and the inherent regulation will be such 
that the voltage variations will not exceed 
: pee cent maximum possible changes of 
oad.

Andrew John said: 

“Eve ae since 1794, when the Sen- 
eca tri concluded a treaty with the 
United States for the reservations, we have 
had to struggle against fraud and v, binbns 
tion. This treaty was signed by Georg 
Washington, ‘then President of the United 
States, and, among other things, dec ares 
that the United States shall never claim 
the reservations nor interfere with the Sen- 
ecas nor either of the Six Nations, nor 
their Indian friends residing thereon, in 
the free use and enjoyment thereof; but 
the reservations shall remain theirs until} 
om choose to sell the same. 

n 1838 the United States, ignoring this 
treaty, cut our reservations down to nar- 
rower limits. Now, as a matter of fact, the 
United States is in duty bound to respect 

, as much so as though it ex- 

een herself and E , OT any 
of the g hat powers. But as we are a mere 
handful,‘the government seems indisposed 
to do _ = — oo by us. 

<< eS e railroad was built 
through the conan part of the Allegheny 
reservation, and subsequently the New 
York, Pennsylv ania & Ohio was bui.t, cross- 
ing the Erie on our reservation upon which 
to build shops, and white penese ocked -in, 
renting lands around the railroad junction. 
This continued until Salmanca became one 
s a thriving towns in western New 
Tork. 

‘Salamanca pays an enormous rental to 
our tribe. Until 1900 this money was paid 
to our treasurer and disbursed by our coun- 
cil. Then the whites began to contro] our 
council members, and those having claims 
would receive orders on the treasurer from 
the council, but when these were presented 
to the treasurer he would declare that the 
treasury was empty and erders could not 
be cashed—this notwithstanding the fact 
that the usual rentals were being constant- 
ly paid in. 

“The Indians were obliged to do the next 
best thing—sell their orders to the whites 
at a discount of 50 per cent The whites 
had no difficulty in getting these orders 
cashed from our treasury, and were thus 
able to pay their obligations to us for es 
half the amount provided by te 

‘This system gave rise to all kinds of 
jobs and speculations, of which the Indian 
was the victim. The evil finally rose to such 
a point that a year ago 450 
to endure it no longer. We went to Wash- 
ington and secured the passaye of a bij) di- 
recting that in the future all lease and rent 
money be paid over to the agent instead of 
to the treasurer of the tribe. The agent was 
also empowered to disburse the money ac- 
cording to directions set forth In the bill, 

which became a law. 

“This corrected the difficulty, and gince 
then we have received from the whites the 
full sum of our rents. 

“But the effect of it on. the citizens of 
Salamanca was peculiar. They discovered 
at once that we were . pack of lazy Indians, 
clogging the wheels of progress, and an eye- 
sore to civilization. e were notified then 
and there that we were not the only ones 
who cvuld get bills passed in Co 8s, 
and that our reservation would soon an 
institution of the past.

SHERIFF FOR FUN 


Now HAS MADE PORTLAND 
AS “DRY” AS DUST. 


TELLS OF $125,000 BRIBE 


He Has Closed All the Saloons and 
Says the Whole Nation Will Yet 
Be Prohibition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BANGOR, Me., Feb. 4-—The Rev. Sam- 
uel F. Pearson, the Parson sheriff of Cum- 
berland County, in which Portland is sit- 
uated, leotured here the other night on 
prohibition, and while he added little to 


the stock of information concerning the at- 
tempts to enforce the 50-year-o.d liquor 
statue, he made some statements that ex- 
cited the wonder of some and the ridicule 
of others. 

Mr. Pearson was elected sheriff because 
both of the old political parties -had bitter 
internal warfare and he was voted for by 
men of both parties in order to “‘get even’’ 
with the party leaders. ‘Some people voted 
for him for ‘“‘fun,’’ and others “just to see 
what he would do.” 

The parson won by a big majority, and 
great was the consternation, for he had 
conducted his campaign on a “ramrod en- 
forcement’ platform, and when he took of- 
fice speedily served notice upon every liquor 
dealer in Portland that they must close and 
stay closed. This was on Jan. 1, 1901, and 
since then the Baptist minister has been 
giving the liquor dealers all the fun they 
can stand and more, too; so that all hands 
have had a good chance to ‘‘see what he 
would do.”’ 

Having thus brought about by constant 
raiding and seizing a ‘“‘deplorable condition 
of affairs’’ in Maine's chief city, the parson- 
sheriff has now taken to the lecture plat- 
form that he may tell the world of what he 
terms hig triumphant vindication of prohi- 
bition. Bangor, being “wide-open” is a thorn 
in the parson-sheriff's side, and he camé 
down here to tell the people that thev need- 
ed just such a “‘reform’’ as he has instituted 
in Portland, declaring that, with three good 
men to assist, he could in three months 
close every bar in the city, and there are 147 
of them. He declared that liquor dealers 
are as much rebels as the men who fired 
on Fort Sumter, and that any man who de- 
nied that Prohibftieon was a success ‘‘lied 
deep down in his black heart.’’ At this the 
Bangor audience laughed good-naturedly. 

Sheriff Pearson said that on Jan. 16 of this 
years e had been offered a bribe of $125,000 

o “lt up on the rum-sellers of Portland,”’ 
but that he had indignantly refused, say- 
ing to the tempters that he would rather 
fie than betray his trust. 

On several previous occasing Pearson 
had told of proffers of bribes of $10.000 to 
$30,000, but the $125,000 bribe fairly took away 
the breath of his audience here and made 
the mouths of the politiclans water. Some 
said that he was crazy—that no such sum
